Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the "blocking transmission of the content when the content is a 
restricted data format" limitation was discussed and it was determined that the order and language of the claim was 
ambiguous. The limitations laid out a process where a digital signature was applied, then the content was transmitted 
across a distributed network. The blocking limitation occurred after the transmitting step, and therefore seemed like the 
blocking took place at the receiver, not the sender. The interview clarified that the blocking is to take place at the 
sending side, which distinguishes over the Boyle reference.. 
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
